A Busy Day at Hastings Lake 

One of the most promising Bible 
Camps in the district is located at 
Hastings Lake, ca. 35 miles south- 
east from Edmonton, Alberta. Spon- 
sored by the Luther Leagues of the 
Edmonton and Camrose circuits, it 
has seen a remarkable growth since 
it was established in the brush three 
years ago. Already improvements 
reaching a long way into the second 
thousand dollars have been added 
to the original land purchase, and a 
sustained efford is being made to 
reach the stage when every camper 
may be accommodated in dormitories 
or bunk houses rather than in tents. 

Of course, anyone will realize that 
the housing of between two and three 
hundred campers is a rather big or¬ 
der, but judging by what already has 
been accomplished, the goal would not 
seem to be so overly remote at that. 
All we need is a few more days like 
last May 24th. It is inspiring indeed 
to watch what can be done by a group 
of people of one mind and one aim. 
i The writer will not risk any guess 
as to how many gathered at the camp 
site on said date. We only know that 
there were cars by the dozen, and 
that the hammer blows, as Rev. Vinge 
puts it, were “ringing like chimes”, 
not only in the auditorium where a 
new floor was laid down, but also 
from the two new bunk houses and 
a cottage which went up and were 
largely finished that same day. Other 
busy hands put a new coat of paint 
on the auditorium, and on one of last 
year’s bunk houses. Even the ladies 
went to work, and would undoubted- 
ly have both combed and manicured 
the principal grounds if they had 
dared to burn the rubbish raked to- 
gether. Only the risk of starting an 
uncontrollable fire prevented them 
from carrying out their purpose. 

One need be neither a prophet nor 
a prophet’s son to predict another 
recordbreaking attendance, and ano¬ 
ther conspicuous leap ahead with the 
operation of the camp, July 7 15.

THE TREASURY IS EMPTY! 


“Insert a strong appeal for re- 
newals. Funds enough for this next 
issue only. Many due from 1940. 
Many from March, 1941. Encourage 
dollar bill payments for overdue sub- 
scriptions.” 

Thus reads the S.O.S. call from 
our treasurer, Mr. Haave. First June 
issue has been published since. Hence, 
there are now no funds available with 
which to pay for this present issue! 

Such a situation calls for immed- 
iate attention, and the mere mention 
of the above stated facts ought at 
least to bring all overdue subscrip- 
tions up to date. If you are guilty 
of neglect in this regard, kindly send 
your remittance to the treasurer at 
once. 

Some rare few remember Hyrden 
with gift donations in appreciation 
of the very low subscription rate. If 
more would go and do likewise, there 
might be little need of issuing these 
special money appeals from time to 
time. 

But other methods by which Hyr¬ 
den could be made financially inde¬ 
pendent may also be pointed out. One 
of them has been advocated right a- 
long. Increasing the number of sub- 
scriptions. Just a couple hundred 
more would do the trick. And cer- 
tainly that is within easy reach, if 
our people only would reach for it at 
all. It would only mean an average 
of one more subscriber in each con- 
gregation in our district! 

Since this by far is the preferable 
method, the method which would 
best serve the interests of our church, 
why not get to work on it a little 
more in earnest? If the pastor can¬ 
not spare the time to canvass pros- 
pects personally, let him at least ap- 
point someone else with sufficient 
interest to be on the constant lookout 
for new subscribers. At any rate, 
some certain persons should be re- 
sponsible, rather than let it all de- 
teriorate to become everybody’s bus¬ 
iness, when the line of least resist- 
ance invariably is followed, with 
consequent delinquencies and at best 
a very haphazard or spasmodic effort 
to seek new gains. 

Another suggestion might merit 
consideration at the district meeting 
next month: Increase the subscrip¬ 
tion price to, say, 75 instead of 50 
cents per year. Not many of our 
present subscribers would be likely 
to offer any serious objection to such 
a small raise. It is to be expected 
that the general trend of constantly 
rising prices will eventually affect 
Hyrden as well, and further ag- 
gravate an already bad situation un- 
less definite steps are taken to coun- 
teract the ill effects of such a prob- 
able development.

Rose Valley sidste høst fik han tele¬ 
fon fra Tveiten at hans hustru netop 
var død og det blev den første begra¬ 
velse han hadde der oppe. Vi skulde 
likt at besøkt ham, men det vilde ha 
blit en lang omvei og vi hadde liten 
tid. 

Her i Rose Valley mødte vi enken 
efter Elling Braaten fra Bagley. Det 
var hyggeligt at møte hende, da det 


var det første hjem jeg holdt guds¬ 
tjeneste i da jeg kom op til Bagley 
som før omtalt. 

Vi maatte si farvel til Hollands, ti 
vi skulde være i Priceville før det 
var mørkt, og vi hadde lang vei. Vi 
rak dog frem til Braums ved 6-tiden. 
De hadde ingen anelse om at vi kom, 
men da datteren var i vort selskap, 
saa var det ikke lenge før at hun fik 
mat paa bordet og vi fik forsyne os 
av husets gode ting. Efter aftens¬ 
maten besøkte vi pastor Gustav 
Ostrem, der er prest i dette kald. 
Han er en bror av pastor Benj. 
Ostrem i Pekin, N. Dak. 

I Priceville har de en herlig kirke 
og prestegaard. Her i denne kirke 
gav pikerne ogsaa koncert da vi var 
her oppe i 1929. 

Den første gang jeg var her i dette 
strøk var for 32 aar siden. Jeg skulde 
holde visitats hos pastor H. L. Urnes, 
der den gang bodde paa en farm lidt 
nord fra Buchanan. Han hadde dan¬ 
net og betjent North Prairie menig¬ 
het syd fra det nuværende Priceville.

De 
største av barna hjalp til, men det 
var altfor haardt og jeg formoder 
at Mrs. Urness har maattet lide for 
disse strabadser like til denne tid. 
Ingen forstaar hvad flere av de første 
prestekoner maatte staa i under ny¬ 
byggerlivet paa Canada vidderne. 
Urness er den prest der har holdt ut 
lengst i Saskatchewan. Han er frem¬ 
deles i fuld virksomhet og bor i Bu- 
lyea. 

N. E. Braum og hustru er nu gamle. 
De feiret sit diamant bryllup den 
11te november 1939. Der holdtes 
en stor fest for dem ved den anled¬ 
ning. 

Der syd ved North Prairie kirken 
ligger pastor Hjalmar Grønlid begra¬ 
vet. Vi fik ikke tid til at staa ved 
hans grav denne gang, men sidst da 
vi var der fik vi se hans sidste hvile¬ 
sted. Der er ikke mange jeg savner 
saa meget som pastor Grønlid. Han 
hadde naat frem til at se hvad der 
var det mest nødvendige i livet. Han 
hadde det rette prestesind og vi had¬ 
de trengt ham saa vel. Vi maatte 
si farvel til Braums og rimeligt blev 
det denne gang den sidste gang vi 
fik møtes. Vi skiltes paa gjensyn 
for lammets trone. Miss Braum 
skulde nu stanse hos sine foreldre 
en tid og vi fik gaa videre uten nogen 
veiviser, men med alle de hjelpemid¬ 
ler vi nu har, saa var det ikke vanske- 
ligt at finde frem. 

Vort maal var at naa Winnipeg før 
det blev mørkt den neste dag. 

Vi kom snart ind i Manitoba, hvor 
landskapet begyndte at bli anderle- 
des.

Preparing the Soil 


At this time of year, soil is the all- 
important thing to the agriculturist. 
How can he best prepare his soil for 
the seed to insure the most abundant 
crop?

We have 
all heard perhaps of the city-bred 
man to whom farming looks so desir¬ 
able. He acquires land and goes 
through the motions of putting seed 
in the ground, only to realize in due 
time that there is more to farming 
than that. 

But I believe many of us are guilty 
of thinking we can spread the Gospel 
of salvation with no particular pre¬ 
paration of the soil of human hearts 
and minds. 

History provides us with examples 
of great leaders who have prepared 
the soil for their crops and reaped 
rich rewards. 

This district of Wetaskiwin, and 
all this part of Western Canada, is- 
hallowed with the unselfishness and 
love of Father Lacombe. How did he 
prepare the hearts of those wild In- 
dians who knew nothing of Christ- 
ianity? They became his dear child- 
ren and they loved and listened to 
his message because he proved his 
love for them. How well he obeyed 
Christ’s command, “Take my yoke 
upon you and learn of me for I am 
lowly of heart.” 

But our world today seems so dif- 
ficult. It is so full of desirable things 
(worldly), and our economic struggle 
to obtain as big a share of them as 
possible hard ens our natures and 
warps our sense of right and wrong, 
so that the Gospel falls on deaf ears. 
It becomes a case of blind leading 
blind. Christ suffered for us, leav- 
ing a example that we should follow 
in His steps. The impact of a Christ- 
like character on the hearts of men is 
the best preparation of the soil for 
the reception of Christ’s Gospel.

Here I am safe and sound back in 
Tenghsien. Yes, it was a great ex- 
perience which I shall never forget. 
I can only praise and thank the Lord 
for His wonderful protection all the 
way from America and especially for 
these last hectic days. 

We arrived here Tuesday noon, 
February 4, and found this city emp- 
ty of all its some 50,000 population 
who had fled into the country and 
hills. We found Miss Marie Staurset 
home alone with a few Christians at 
the gate. Poor people, fleeing in the 
winter time. 

For days we have seen them flee¬ 
ing in all directions, not knowing 
where to go. We saw babies tied as 
baggage on wheelbarrows and carried 
in baskets and on bicycles. 

I was just told about a woman who 
was fleeing with her baby and a large 
bundle. She ran until she could not 
move any more, and then suddenly 
wild rumors from others passing by 
cried out that the enemy was only 
a few li away. The poor woman got 
up to run but was too tired to carry 
both her child and the bundle. Then 
not wanting the foe to get anything, 
she saw a well and threw her bundle 
down into the well. After a while 
she stopped to rest and to nurse her 
baby, and behold she had the bundle 
in her arms and not her baby. She

she did not even know that she threw 
her baby into the well. Oh, the 
misery of thousands of people fleeing 
from hornes and property, traveling 
miles without food or drink, sleeping 
in ditches. 

It took a month in Shanghai to get 
our passes and to buy groceries. 
Bibles, medicine for the mission and 
the missionaries. Not that it took 
so long to buy but to have all goods 
put into cases and freighted as far 
as possible. Time for packing, time 
for a turn to get a place on the freight 
train, and time for it to get to its 
destination. Though we got to Shang¬ 
hai November 29, we did not leave 
Kweiteh, the railway, until January 

8. But hearing of the need of the 
missionaries, we felt that we' must 
try to do all in our power to get what 
we could into the field even though 
it delayed us such a long time. From 
Kweiteh to Loho or Yencheng, it took 
fifteen days by boat and rickshaw 
carts. 

Arriving in Loho we received a 
telegram from Rev. Edward Sovik 
to go to Kioshan to attend an exec¬ 
utive meeting. The missionaries 
were gathered. It was interesting 
to shake hands with Dr. and Mrs. 
Skinsnes, Sovik, Sr. Marie and Sr. 
Bergitha, Ethel Jones, Martinson and 
Nelson. They all looked well but 
more or less under strain. 

Even the strongest man gives way 
under the tremendous strain. Oh, 
folks, pray for us as never before. 
It is only God who can keep us in 
these days for we are nothing in our- 
selves. On the other hand I could 
only marvel at the calmness of those 
who have gone through so much 
these last years.
